EDITORIAL NOTES 


ECONOMIC PLANNING 


Prepared by Mary E, Eastwood, Book Information Section, New York State Library 


“MANKIND IS NOW IN ONE OF ITS RARE MOODS of shifting its outlook. 
The mere compulsion of tradition has lost its force. It is the business 
ot philosophers, students, and practical men to re-create and re-enact 
a vision of the world, conservative and radical, including those ele- 
ments of reverence and order without which society lapses into riot, a 
vision penetrated through and through with unflinching rationality. 
Such a vision is the knowledge which Plato identified with virtue. 

. . There is now no choice before us . . . We must produce a 
great age, or see the collapse of the upward striving of our race.’’* 

The economic world is indeed rocking under our feet, and as it 
rocks, panaceas to keep it steady are being sought everywhere by 
business men and leaders of thought. 

The proposals which are being promulgated are falling somewhat 
roughly into two molds. One, urged by industrialists and financiers, 
confines its attempted solution to the improvement of business; the 
other takes the form of a social program, more or less progressive, 
aiming to promote the general well-being of society through the har- 
nessing not only of business but of all pertinent world machinery. 

Among the suggestions of business men, no plan has attracted more 
interest than that of Gerard Swope, president of the General Electric 
Company. Mr. Swope advocates a trade association of firms employ-

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ing fifty or more men, to be run under Federal supervision. He pr’ 
vides for employees’ insurance, pensions, and other benefits. He in- 
cludes also ways and means for stabilizing prices and equalizing 
production and consumption. This plan with some of the criticisms it 
has provoked is published in The Swope plan. It has also appeared 
in the Proceedings of the Academy of Political Science with Mr. 
Swope’s clarifying discussion of misunderstood and criticized fea- 
tures. The plan is likewise to be found in the book mentioned in the 
next paragraph. 

America faces the future, edited by C. A. Beard, embodies, in 
addition to the Swope plan, a half-dozen proposals for economic sta- 
bility, including a five-year plan by Mr. Beard, the suggestions of 
the American Federation of Labor, Governor P. F. LaFollette’s state 
plan, President Hoover’s plan, and the scheme of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In New roads to prosperity, Paul M. Mazur, distinguished banker, 
directs his suggestions toward the increase of the powers of consump- 
tion. He favors among other things a five-day week, a National Eco- 
nomic Council as a Federal agency, the cancellation of war debts, 
and a lowering of the tariff. 

Norman Thomas, brilliant socialist, belongs to the group of writers 
who see, as sick, not only business but all of society, and who think 
that to accomplish a cure careful attention must be given to economic 
and political problems, national and international. In America’s way 
out he offers a well thought out and tempered program for the solu- 
tion of America’s problems. 

The treatment of Recovery by Sir Arthur Salter is determined by 
his special experience as director for several years of the economic 
section of the League of Nations. In this able and illuminating book 
his aim has been as follows: “In the special problems of money and 
gold, credit and finance, reparation and war debts, commercial policies 
and tariffs, industrial organization and control and political security, 
we shall try to see what has been achieved, the defects that have 
developed in each of these spheres; their mutual relations and reac- 
tions; the part each plays in the troubles of this time; and so far as 
may be along what lines we may in each case seek some remedy or 
reform.” 
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George Soule’s A planned society is worth immediate considera- 
tion. A part of the contents has already been published in the New 
Republic.

ARTICLES IN PERIODICALS 


Current magazine articles contain timely and valuable discussions. 
One of the most thoughtful contributors is Lewis L. Lorwin, mem- 
ber of the staff of Brookings Institution. His articles present a splen- 
did background for a comprehension of the subject. 

The question as to whether planning is feasible is the concern of 
several. “Is economic planning possible?’ was the subject of Newton 
D. Baker’s address before the Institute of Politics, Williams College, 
in the summer of 1931. This paper, published in part in the Review 
of Reviews, points out that while planning may not be practical, co- 
operative activity would establish conditions under which progress 
would be possible. Two essential objectives are peace in international 
relations and reduction of tariffs. 

Louis Fischer, Moscow correspondent to the Nation, believes plan- 
ning impracticable in a capitalistic society. 

Norman Thomas sees as difficulties in the way of planning, the 
disinclination of capital to invite the participation of labor, and the 
possibility of “bureaucratic control which denies consumers’ choice 
and conscripts workers.” . 

The Bulletin of the National City Bank of New York bases its 
argument against planning on the loss of freedom which it believes is 
necessarily entailed. 
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In two 1931 numbers of the New Republic, George Soule, one of 
the editors, answers objections which have been made to the idea of 
planning, and tells what it might accomplish. He makes also notable 
contributions in recent 1932 numbers of this magazine. These papers 
were referred to above in connection with his book A planned society. 

Under the topic “If I were dictator” the Nation has run a series of 
eight papers by leading publicists, economists, and educators. Vari- 
ous solutions are offered as ways out of the present world debacle. 

“When we choose to plan” is the title of a recent number of the 
Survey. It contains twenty-two contributions of thinking men and 
women, including one by Lorwin. 

Mary Van Kleeck’s article is a report and interpretation of the 
World Social Economic Conference held in Amsterdam, August 
1931, in which a five-year plan was discussed.

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ing in periodicals will welcome the new and greatly expanded edition. 

The national libraries of thirty-seven countries have collaborated 
to give the Index a genuinely international character and to make it 
as complete and authoritative as possible. Each of the thirty-seven 
countries is many times represented in the 1900 periodicals and gov- 
ernment and society serials which are listed. Although it is not noted 
in Miss Mudge’s Guide to reference books, the scope and treatment 
of the /ndex bibliographicus make it a unique reference tool. 

Arrangement is by subject matter, the system followed being the 
decimal classification. 

For each periodical within any class there is given, not only full 
bibliographical data (except price), but also an indication as to the 
type, value, frequency, and subject matter of the bibliographies which 
the periodical contains. Thus one can, by turning to the proper class, 
discover easily what and where current bibliographies on a given sub- 
ject are published. The only index is a title one, but the lack of a 
subject index is not felt, due to the ease with which subjects may be 
located through the detailed table of contents.

I reiterate that prayer, but I am somewhat encouraged to 
remember that when I visited a library school in Wisconsin, some months ago, 
I first heard about the Dewey Decimal System, which is the great intellectual 
crutch of the librarian profession. The Dewey Decimals are those mysterious 
digits you find on library cards, by which all kinds of literature are pigeon-holed 
and classified. And in a moment of morbid curiosity, at the Wisconsin Library 
School, I asked what was my classification number in the Dewey Decimal Sys- 
tem, and they told me it was 818.5. I didn’t know whether to be cheered up or 
depressed. | didn’t know whether that was supposed to be reckoned on a scale 
of 1,000 being perfect, or just what it meant, so I inquired, and they said, “818.5 
means American Miscellaneous.” And of course the tragedy is that once you 
have been classified in that Dewey Decimal System, you have to stay in that 
classification forever, because naturally you can’t ask the Library of Congress to 
reprint all those cards and the librarians all over the country to shift their classi- 
fications. If you are once rated ‘““American Miscellaneous,” so you remain. I 
do feel at any rate that it gives one a sort of roving commission that atones for 
some apparent irrelevancy.

The poems 
are very uneven as to quality, but through- 
out the reader is impressed with Aubrun’s 
enthusiasm for his subject and his feel- 
ing for rhythm. The volume is rather in- 
appropriately dedicated to Mussolini. 


Barriére, Marcel. Essai sur l’art du roman. 
Paris, Champion, 1931. 110p. 85c. 


A guide to the art of novel writing by 
a well known novelist. He regrets that 
so many mediocre works are being pro- 
duced at the present time, but thinks that 
their mean value is superior to that of 
novels of preceding decades. To be last- 
ing, he believes that a novel must have 
purity of style.

A biography which devotes itself largely 
to Briand’s political life. A considerable 
amount of space is given to his interest 
in the general peace of Europe. Since this 
book is from the pen of Margueritte, it is 
needless to add that it is beautifully writ- 
ten.

A collection of miscellaneous articles, 
essays, biographical sketches, poems, 
dramas, etc., by this brilliant writer.

An account of journeys to Athens, Ber- 
lin, and Havana. The author's descriptive 
powers are at their best with Havana, for 
he has caught the true Latin understand- 
ing of that city.

There he finds 
little to admire outside of the Tiergarten 
and Haus Vaterland.
